Use of Triple Vaccine Proved a 


Sure Preventative of Typhoid Fever 


Cotnplele Triumph of Science Over This Disease Shown in the 


Fact That Cases Never Appear in the Army or Navy, 


Where Vaccination Is Compulsory.

GENERATION ago typhoid 
fever was one of the most 
common causes of death. 


Today it is a rare disease, for the 
tyjihoidjgerm is known, and pre- 
vention <of 
ty- 


phoid fever is 
now possible. 


T y p h o i d 


fever is caused 
b y a g e r m 
called the "ty- 
phoid bacillus." 
These germs 
live and multi- 
ply in the walls 
of the intestine 
and in the blood 
of an infected 
person, and 
produce a poi- 
son which causes 
typhoid fever. 


About fifty 


Dr. Copeland 


years ago it was 


discovered 
that 
typhoid 
fever 


germs were thrown off in the 
eliminations 
from 
an 
afflicted 


person, these waste materials often 
being deposited where they con- 
taminated drinking watei, while 
the unwashed hands of a sufferer 
from the disease, or a "typhoid 
carrier," often infected food. 


A carrier is an individual who 


has been in contact with typhoid 
fever and harbors the germs with- 
out being infected himself. Usu- 
ally such a person is not aware of 
the fact that he carries the germs 
of typhoid fever and is a menace 
to society. 


Scientists soon realized that ty- 


phoid fever could be prevented by 
purifying water and safeguarding 


all food. All cities and towns now 
demand a clean water supply and 
enforce pure food laws. 
Public 


health bureaus follow up and keep 
track of all typhoid carriers. 
In 


this way typhoid fever has been 
controlled. 


But the greatest advancement 


made in the vrar against typhoid 
fever was due to the discovery of 
its prevention by vaccination, which 
consists of injecting dead typhoid 
germs underneath the skin. The 
vaccinated person develops immu- 
nity or protection against typhoid 
fever and the vaccination itself is 
a simple procedure. 


The "Triple Vaccine" 


Within the last few years a vac- 


cine has been perfected against 
typhoid fever, called a "triple vac- 
cine," because it protects against 
typhoid fever and two types of 
para-typhoid fever, diseases sim- 
ilar to typhoid fever. 
This vac- 


cine, injected at weekly intervals 
for three weeks, gives complete 
protection from typhoid fever. It 
is now given to all soldiers and to 
many Government employes. One 
never hears of a case of typhoid 
fever in the United States Army 
or Xavy and this marvelous record 
is due to the compulsory rule of 
vaccination against typhoid fever. 


I would advise all civilians who 


travel or who live in a community 
where the water and milk supply 
are unprotected to resort to vac- 
cine protection. 
If cases of ty- 


phoid are reported in yoar dis- 
trict, do not delay in obtaining 
this simple protection.
